One of Haiti’s staple articles of food 
is supplied from (he Maine town. It is 
the pickled alewife, a fish closely al­ 
lied to (he shad family, in that it con­ 
sists of many bon^s, surrounded by 
very white and decidedly sweet flesh. 
Natives of Haiti like it. 
In fact they are about the only peo­ 
ple in the world who consider salted 
alewife an epicurean delight. 
Less 
than fifty barrels are sold anywhere 
else on the American continent, while 
Haiti takes between 5,GOO and 0,000 
annually. 
The alewife fishing season is In 
May. At that time the fish come into, 
fresh water rivers and l a k e s to spawn. 
Damariscotta Mills which is at the 
outlet of a large lake, is a favorite 
spawning point of the fish. 
They are taken on their way into 
the lake. Traps are arranged and all 
fish which go into them land in a 
pickle barrel. 
Men armed with dip 
nets having a capacity of a bushel of 
fish at a dip take the alewife out of 
these traps, depositing them in a box- 
like bin, from which they are shoveled 
into a sluice. This sluice leads down 
to ilie salting place.

The real game lover prefers the 
gamy taste ratlier than spices or sea­ 
sonings that destroy that llavor. 
If the fishy taste is not liked, parboil 
the birds in water with a slice of oniou 
before the broiling or roasting. 
Quail and partridge being white 
meat should be cooked well done, us­ 
ing care not to dry it and lose its 
ilavor. Duck, snipe, grouse, squab and 
woodcock have dark meat so should be 
served rare. 
All meats 
should 
be 
steaming hot when 
served. 
When 
trussing birds, use string rather than 
skewers as they tear the delicate flesh, 
The breasts of game during the pro­ 
cess of cooking should be wrapped in 
bacon, or thin salt pork, slitting it to 
keep it from curling, fastening on with, 
toothpicks.

should be well basted while roasting.

Heap whipped cream, sweetened and 
flavored with almond on top and serve 
garnished with chopped pistachio nuts. 
Peach Ro!y Poly.—Itoll out very thin 
piecrust and heap in the middle a 
pint of finely cut peaches; roll and 
place in a deep saucepan, pour over 
a cupful of boiling water, add a cupful 
of brown sugar, two tablespoonfuls of 
butter, bake in a slow oven one hour, 
Peach Salad,—Out peaches in hahes 
after peeling them, remove the stones 
and put the halves together again with 
the cavity filled with cream cheese and 
nuts, 
Lay the whole peach on head 
lettuce, chill and serve with French 
dressing. 
The peach may he rolled 
in pistachio nuts if desired. 
Peach dumplings are delicious; roll 
each peach in a squartj piece of rich 
dough, place in a baking pan with wa­ 
ter and sugar and bake an hour. 
Lemon sauces, lemon ices and sher­ 
bets and lemon filling for cakes are all 
delightful ways of using lemons in the 
menu.

FIND VOLCANO IN MINDANAO 


Recent Eruption Was Apparent, Lieu­ 
tenant Donnelly Says of the 
Discovery. 


Mindanao has a new volcano, accord­ 
ing to the Mindanao Herald. 
Lieuten­ 
ant Donnelly, while on a hike into the 
Interior of Lanao province, discovered 
an active volcano in the Piagayungan 
range of mountains, which heretofore 
was not known to exist. 
Lieutenant 
Donnelly says of his discovery in the 
following report: 
“June 5, 1916, the undersigned, in 
command of a combined detachment 
of the First Cotabato company, and 
the First General Service company, on 
reconnoissance patrol from Kapaad 
northwest 
through 
the Piagayunan 
mountain range, came in sight of an 
active volcano which from all indica­ 
tions had recently erupted a discharge 
of volcanic ash and either smoke or 
ilame. 
“From the fact that foliage in the 
forest on the mountain sides three 
miles 
to the 
southeast 
had 
been 
ecorched as though by flame, hot 
Binoke or toxic gas, and that ground 
vegetation of scrub grass and weeds 
had been partially destroyed, leaving 
the stalks intact and the scorched 
leaves retaining their form, it was 
thought that the eruption had been 
recent. 
At all events, so rec nt that 
the wind had not blown away nor de­ 
stroyed the fragile remnants of the 
burned foliage.”

POSSIBLE FOR ENLISTED MEN TO 
RETIRE WITH FORTUNE. 


In Addition He Can Have Income of 
$104 n Month for Rest of His Life 
If He Has Served Thirty 
Year«. 


There arc other advantages to being 
nn American tar than having a wife in 
every port, if wo are to believe the con­ 
versation picked up around a recruit­ 
ing station. And, strangely enough, it 
is the idea of growing rich, one of the 
thoughts furthest from the minds of 
the ordinary man entering the navy, 
which seems to be the greatest draw­ 
ing card. At least that looms largest 
In tho minds of the men w ho arc doing 
the recruiting. There is a glamour to 
the tar’s life, a romanco to his adven­ 
tures. 
Moreover, the ehaneo to go 
about the globe and see something of 
foreign shores is alluring to many, 
even though it Is sandwiched in be­ 
tween endless decks to wfash and eter­ 
nal brasses to polish. 
In the Harris­ 
burg Telegraph a recruiting officer tells 
of the financial advantage of going into 
naval service. 
It ought to appeal 
greatly to the man wiio is without re­ 
sponsibility, and to whom the prospect 
of ever having stacked up $30.000 is 
classed along with owning a Hying car­ 
pet and other such tales of the unreal. 
Our recruiting oilicer says: 
“Do 3rou want to retire at the age of 
fifty with §2S,7SS.70, and have an in­ 
come of at least $104 a month for the 
remainder of your life? 
“If you do, join the United States 
navy. 
“The American sailors are the best 
paid in the world, and after thirty 
years of service the man-oMvarsman is 
retired on a pay of not less than $104 
a month, and, in addition, should have 
saved $2S,7SS.70 from his monthly pay. 
A young man enlisting at the age of 
eighteen as an apprentice seaman will 
be paid $17.G0 a month during six 
months spent at draining station and 
receive an increase to $20.00 a mouth 
wiien he boards a ship. By the end of 
Ills first enlistment, under ordinary 
course of advancement, he should be 
receiving $33 a month, and meanwhile 
he is outfitted with clothes and all ne­ 
cessities. If he re-enlists within four 
months after the expiration of his first 
enlistment, he will receive a seven- 
dollar monthly increase in pay, and a 
bonus of four months’ pay in addition. 
If by the end of his second enlistment 
he should have received a good-conduct 
medal (wiiich adds 83 cents a month 
to his pay), lie should be receiving $f>r> 
a month. After twelve years he should 
have reached chief petty oilicer’s pay 
with a salary of $99.62 a month, and 
thereafter his pay is increased with 
each enlistment. 
Good-conduct and 
other medals for meritorious services 
also add to his pay. 
Under ordinary 
courses, according to the figures fur­ 
nished by the navy department, a sailor 
usually saves one-half of his pay, 
wiiich is deposited in the ship’s bank, 
receiving 4 per cent interest. 
Thus, 
beginning at the lowest level in the 
navy and reaching the highest point 
in the service as an enlisted man, after 
the end of twelve years and continuing 
in this capacity for sixteen years, tho 
average sailor retires after thirty 
years of service with a pension of $104 
a month, besides having the $28,000 or 
more in addition.

In 1854 
an English patent was issued to Alex­ 
ander Brown, a Scotchman, for the 
making of paper from ferns. 
In 1802 
stalks of maize and sorghum were 
made into paper.

At Waltham, Mass., there is a maze 
which is a duplicate of the historic one 
in the gardens of Hampton Court pal­ 
ace, near London.

A wild cat weighing about 25 pounds 
was killed on Thursday, by Claude Hein­ 
er, 15-yeai-old son of Elsworth Heiner, 
while gunning for squirrels in the vicinity 
of High Rock, in the Pigeon Hills. This 
is the first wild animal of its kind known 
to have been killed in this section for many 
years. When Mr. Heiner fired at the ani­ 
mal he thought he was shooting a raccoon. 
'The animal is twice the size of an ordinary 
liouse cat. The state pays a bounty of $6 
on the head of the wild cat. The residents 
of the hills will keep a watch for additional 
animals of that breed.

Changing the width of the Sidewalk on 


Pleasant Street 


Be it ordained by the Burgees and 


Town Council of the Borough of New
